Crime and it* Punishment. 

The eutire streugth of the press of the coun 
try seems sit thin moment to be aroused on the 
subject of the laxity aud inadequacy of punish- 
ment for crime. The- theory of our law* is 
speedy justice to all offenders against it* ci"il 
and criminal enactments. The practice, is. de- 
lay, uncertainty of judgment, and expectation of 
leniency and pardon. One of the most effectual 
safeguards of the community against the com 
mission of crime, and the unrestrained passions 
of the vicious, is the absolute certainty of pun- 
ishment. The unavoidable certainty of retribu- 
tive justice, is. iudeed, of more consequence than 
the nature of it. There are those who bring 
forward good reasons for dispensing with the 
fearful penalty of capital punishment for the 
crime of murder. They may be right in thci' 
views: it still remains that whatever penalty 
may be substituted for that of death, it lacks the 
essential and effectual attribute of certainty. 
The criminal always anticipates » door of escape. 
There is always some one ready for hire, or false 
sympathy, or some other questionable motive, to 
stand between him and retribution. Someone 
who undertakes to "get him clear." To seize 
and magnify the weak points of the law. Tode 
tect and apply some accidental flaw or trival ir 
regularity in the proceedings. To prevent the 
empaneling of a competent jury. To thwart 
their judgment, and mislead them in thecompre 
hension of the true nature of the facts. To work 
upon the mind of a pliant and tender hearted 
Judge. And finally, when, at the end of a long 
and weary contest, a verdict of some sort is ob- 
tained, to'endeavor to set it aside, to get up. on 
some flimsy pretext, a new trial, and to move the 
court for an arrest or modification of judgment. 
Should all these attentions and efforts in his be 
half fail of their purpose, the unhappy culprit still 
has encouragement to look forward to "executive 
clemency," well knowing that a large number of 
sympathizing and afflicted friends, among whom 
will be sure to be found some of the most "sub- 
stantial and influential citizens," to step between 
sentence and execution, and procure a pardon, 
or commutation, or some other mitigation 
of the punishment the law has attached to bis 
crime. 

T^hus there is ever before the guilty a hope of 
escape; an expectation, drawn from his obser- 
vation of the usual course of things in criminal 
cases, that the full measure of the penalty of the 
law he has broken, will not be meted to him. 
That sharp practice, and quibbling casuistry, aud 
evasive devices, will most probably prevent a 
conviction, and if the ca«e should be two clear 
and strocc for such artifices, that there is still 
the compassionate sympathy of a large circle 
of interposing friends, who will undertake to pro- 
cure the merciful interference of the Governor, 
and ultimately save him fiom the penalty he has 
incurred. It is lime the community took this 
matter in hand, aud insisted upon a reform in this 
loose method of enforcing the laws of the land. 
We should have less crime, fewer such inhuman 
scoundrels as Arrison and Loeffncr and Stout, 
fewer such shocking occurrences as the recent 
outrageous murder of Gregory, if the sanction 
aud supremacy of the law was imperatively 
maintained — if the penalty of its violation was 
kwilt and inevitable 

Because judgment against an evil work, said 
the w ise judge of Israel, is not executed speedily, 
therefore the hearts of the sons of men are fully 
set in them to do evil. This is the natural con 
sequence of the apparent prevailing immunity 
from punishment; and that maudlin, miserable 
sympathy for the criminal that finds expression 
in motions and delays, new trials, arrests of judg- 
ment and petitions lor relief and pardon. These 
permitted expedients are designed lor the bene- 
lit of justice and the innocent; not surely for tiw 
amelioration of the merited late, or the final es- 
cape of the guilty. 

James B. Clay. — About the most humiliated 
aud degraded man in the nation is the person 
whose name stands at the head of this paragraph. 
< In the occasion of the serenade of the Presi- 
dent, on Friday night, by the Democracy of 
Washington, in honor of the passage of the Kan 
sas bill, Mr. James B. Clay appears to have been 
it at the White House, in pleasant aud con- 
confab with the reckless and unprincipled 
calumniator of his illustrious lather. Being 
called upon for a speech, as a matter of course, 
he commenced thus: 

"In the old time my name was often associat- 
ed with this White House, where we now 6tand. 
Those times have gone. They are passed, and 
there is nothing to be realized beyond what we 
have at present — a Clay, an humble follower in the 
rank* of the Democracy!" 

What a spectacle! A sou of Henry Clay stand- 
ing on the steps of the White House, and boost- 
ing of his being "an humble follower in the ranks 
of the Democracy" — an humble follower in the 
ranks of a party that persecuted his glorious old 
fattier through life, and hunted him with blood 
hound malignity to his grave ! Standing there, too, 
the guest, the counsellor, and the supporter of 
the man who had done more than all others to- 
gether, and that, too. by the basest slander and 
calumny, to defeat the honorable ambition of his 
father, and prevent his elevation to that very 
White House from the portico of which this re- 
creant son has the 6hamelessness to avow him- 
self "an humble follower in the ranks" of his 
father's bitterest and most implacable enemies. 
Really, we have rarely heard of any spectacle in 
late days, so humiliating and so revolting. Can 
it be that Mr. James B. Clay is destitute of even 
the semblance of sensibility ? It would seem so, 
Mi we believe it is so. He has neither rever 
♦•nee nor respect, and has regard for his father's 
name and memory only in so far as he may be 
able to prostitute both to his own personal ad- 
vantage. We both pity and despise a man 60 
fallen, so degraded, so'lost to filial reverence and 
to self-respect. 

We suggest to Mr. James B. Clay that, having 
changed his politics and leagued himself with his 
father's enemies, he would do a just and a credit- 
able thing to change his name. The name he 
bears was rendered too glorious and too illustri- 
ous by the father to be allowed to be tarnished 
and dishonored by the shameless renegadcism 
and recreancy of the son. Let him change it, or 
else, like the first of traitors, let him "go out 
and hang himself." — Richmond (Ya.) Whig. 

Newport Items. — TheGipsf.v Cask — TheGip 
seys who were encamped at Newport, on Tues 
day morning, crossed the river about half a mile 
below Jamestown, and are supposed now to be 
on their way to Canada. Mr. Moody, the claim- 
ant of the money, agreed to pay the officers who 
arrested and kept ward over the Gipsey King and 
his Quran, was so chagrined by the slip the 
Gipsejs gave him, that he refused to pay the ex 
pen see of the officers, and yesterday published a 
card in one of the morning papers of Cincinnati, 
reflecting in no gentle terms upon the character 
of the Newportonians. The officers think he 
might have paid his dues to them, and add with 
great truth, that he has to thank his own haste 
and indiscretion in not getting a proper warrant 
for the arrest of the Gipseys from the Governor 
of Kentucky, for the escape of the Bohemians. 
When the King and his Quean were searched, a 
boi was found in their possession containing a 
watch or two, some broken jewelry, some rings, 
which Marshal Cook placed in the keeping 
of Squire Maffit. On Tuesday morniug he de- 
manded the box that he might restore it to the 
owners. Squire Maffit, acting under legal ad- 
vice, refused to give up the box, because the 
property was probably stolen. So the counsel 
for the Brewers have brought suit to recover the 
property of their clients. A portion of the fee 
which the counsel were to receive was not paid, 
and so the counsel have brought suit against the 
Brewers, and attached the property in the box in 
Squire Maffit's office. The two cases will be 
tried next August — Cin. Gazette.

London, April 30. 
A remarkable state of quietude continue* to 
prevail and the fuuds, subject to no immediate 
intluence beyond the increasing supply of money, 
have experienced a further advance of a half 
per cent., which however, has not been maintain- 
ed • 

Neither at home nor abroad is there any im- 
provement in the aspects of politics. The Derbv 
Cabinet still hold their ground, but no conditions 
of sufferance, such, perhaps, as were never be- 
fore submitted to by an English Government, 
aud this spectacle is witnessed at a time when 
impending outward dangers demaud a union and 
force among us in which all petty differences 
should be extinguished. 

But for the interference of Lord John Russell, 
a new Ministerial crisis must have arisen some 
weeks ago. Whenever a question approaches a 
stage to threaten the governmet with defeat, he 
steps into their aid with the suggestion of a com- 
promise or alternative which they grusp at with 
eager humility. His Lordship, therefore, may be 
•aid at this moment to enjoy all the power of 
place without its responsibility. 

Still, Lord Palmerston, against whom, in rival 
ry, this play is directed, retains the greatest 
share of confidence of the House of Commons. 
Hence Lord John, although he niav contrive to 
keep him from resuming the premiersh'iD, can do 
nothing more. Lord Palmerston's party is about 
equal to those of the Derby Cabinet and Lord 
John united. Probably at any moment, bv mar- 
shalling all his force, Lord Pal merstofTcould just 
gain a victory over them, but he and his friends 
arc not anxious to precipitate such an event, since 
they do not want again to come into power to be 
exposed to the constant hazard of being tripped 
up as on the late occasion. Their policy, there 
fore, is to wait until some disaster or complica 
tion shall arise, in which they must be called to 
the rescue and when they will consequently be 
able to insist upon receiving a pledge of more 
uniform support. Thus at present there is a 
w ish on all sides to maintain Lord Derby and his 
adherents in office, if by their conduct they will 
render it only decently possible. 

Happily the budget has been a rational one. 
although it wa9 in this respect that Mr. Disraeli 
broke down lamentably in his former tenure of 
office. If a failure had occurred on the present 
occasion, nothing could have kept him from ex- 
pulsion. By adroitly confining himself to meas- 
ures borrowed from his predecessors, and bv aim- 
inc: a blow ut the income tax, on which, in its 
present shape, the feeling of the public is most 
incense, he succeeded in avoiding every difficulty. 
The unexpected escape having been effected, the 
general anticipation now is that the break down, 
whenever it takes place, will be in connection with 
fo-eign politics. The acquittal of Dr Bernard 
has been very damaging, since it is seen that if 
proceedings had been limited to the form origi 
nally adopted by the Ministry, he would almost 
certainly have been convicted of a misdemeanor, 
while bv toadying to the French Government and 
putting him on his trial for capital charge of 
murder, Lord Derby has brought about not only 
bis escape, but the demonstration w hich followed 
the verdict of "not guiltv" in the central criminal 
court, which has since been a great assistance to 
the Emperor in stimulating the ardor of his sol- 
diery. 

The conferences of the European powers to 
settle the points left unadjusted after the Russian 
war are to commence, it is said, in Paris in the 
course of a fortnight. They have been postponed 
from time to time, owing to contests with regard 
to the matters that should be allowed to be in- 
troduced, but these are now alleged to have been 
all fixed upon. Very recently France and Rus- 
sia wished to bring in the occupation of the island 
of Perim, but in that it may be presumed they 
have been foiled. Nevertheless, in some quar 
ters anticipations are entertained that great dif 
ferehces and many heats will arise and there are 
persons who deem it not improbable that the de 
sired pretexts for war will thus be manufactured 
For the present it is understood the tone of 
the French Government is to be that of the most 
demonstrative friendship. This may be inter- 
preted favorably or otherwise. The professions 
of Louis Napoleon in favor of the republic 
were never so strong as during the latter days 
thnt proceeded the coup d'etat, by which he made 
hitnBelf dictator. Yesterday the Moniteur pub- 
lished a decree ordering 42,000 young soldier, 
who are still available under the conscription of 
ls£G, to be called into active service. At a meet 
ing to day, however, of his political supporters, 
Lord Derby stated that our relations with France 
are perfect and cordial, and that everything in 
| that respect is right. 

The last news from China, announcing the 
degradation of Ych, and that a (Imputation from 
the allied commanders met with a most gracious 
reception at Son tchou fou, a city of two or three 
millions of inhabitants, not far from Shanghae, 
the Governor having promised to forward dis 
patches to the Emperor, at Pekin forthwith, has 
given much satisfaction. From* India there are 
later telegraphic accounts to day, announcing 
the capture of Jhansi, and the defeat of an 
army of 2f» 00" rebels outside, the flight of the 
garrison, the pursuit of them, and the cutting up 
of 3,00fl The only place of bad news is, that 
of a reverse sustained by a detachment of the 
27th regiment on the southeast coast of Oude. 

The Sardinian Parliament have passed the con 
spiracy bill, introduced bv the Government to 
satisfy Louis Napoleon, by a majority of 4 to 4. 
The dispute of Sardinia with Naples still remains 
open. Some davs back there was a report that 
it would be referred to the King of Holland — 
Now it is said the King of the Belgians will be 
asked to arbitrate. The British Government it 
appears have recommended Sardinia to offer 
thus to submit the matter to a disinterested pow- 
er. 

The report of the Liverpool cotton market for 
the week shows dullness. 

Consols at the last date were at 97>- 4 '. and, af- 
ter having touched 97 :l j, they have returned this 
evening to that price. 

The wheat market has been firm at the trifling 
improvement reported by the Vanderbilt. 

The next steamer from this side will be the 
Fulton on the 5th of May. SPECTATOR . 



Congressional. 

Washington, May 13. 

Mr. Kunklc, of Md., from the committee on 
Accounts, made a report charging R. B. Hack- 
ney, doorkeeper of the house, with having abus 
ed his authority, in the appointment of subordi- 
nates, leaving some of them dependent on the 
grace and bounty of the House for salary. For 
this he cannot be too severely censured. Though 
frequently admonished, ho persists in settin;.' the 
orders of the committee at defiance. 

The abuses in the folding-rooms were pointed 
out, showing false entries in the books as to the 
number of documents folded, and that 
were thereby increased from $000 to 
month. 

The committee say there are other charges of 
malpractice of a venal character, bat they do 
not propose to report the declarations of Hack 
ney's subordinates, over whom he unjustly domi- 
neers. He is unworthy of trust, and is flatly 
incompetent for the performance of his duties, or 
shows a willful and deliberate purpose to per- 
vert and abuse the power with which he is invest- 
ed. 

They also report a resolution that he be forth- 
with dismissed from office. 

Subject postponed until Monday, on motion of 
Mr. Nichols. 

The accused is privileged to file a defense. 

Mr. Harris, of 111., from the committee on 
Elections, made a report of the Ohio contested 
election case, stating that four members were in 
lavor oi Mr. Campbell retaining his seat; four 
in favor of giving it to the contestant, Mr. Val- 
landingham, and one recommending that the seat 
be declared vacant. 

The three reports were ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Harris gave notice that he would call up 
the subject at au eaily day. 

.Mr. Clark made an adverse report on the pe 
tition from the people of Utah, asking admission 
as a State, into the Union. 

The remainder of the sessiou was devoted to 
the consideration of Territorial bills. None 
pissed. 

Adjourned. 

Washington, May 13. 

Senate —A lengthy discussion occurred as t> 
what business the Senate should take up. 

Mr. Clay of Ala , urging the Fishery Bill. Mr. 
Polk the Homestead Bill; and Mr. Hunter insist 
ing on the General Appropriation Bill. 

It was at length agreed upon to consider the 
General Appropriation Bill, by a vote of 3!l yeas 
to 30 nays. 

The bill, which ia contained in thirty seven 
pages, w as then read. 

Notwithstanding the Senate was in session 
seven hours, nothing particular was accomplish 
ed. The Appropriation Bill was read by sections, 
and a number of formal amendments were adopt- 
ed, and the bill passed. 

Mr. Doolittie thereupon moved to reconsider, 
which carried- Yeas 2t<, nays 16. 

The bill being again under discussion, an ani- 
mated debate continued for over three hours, on 
the proposed insertion of a clause to pay John C. 
Rives $3,200 for the compensation of Senate re 
porters. 

The debate was of a discursive character. 
Messrs. Hamlin, Brown, Johnson, of Arkansas, 
Wilson, Bell, Doolittie and Trumbull, defended 
Rives from the remarks of Mr. Mason, who 
characterized his circular, sent to Senators, im 
posing restrictions on their revisal of speeches 
delivered, as infamous, impudent, and intrusive 

Mr. Toombs, of Ga , spoke with great auirna 
tion, and considerable acrimony, against the 
Senate having to pay Rives' reporters. In the 
course of Lis remarks, he implied that Mr. 
Doolittie was acting as an organ of the Report 
ers. 

Mr. Doolittie retorted by au allusion to Gal- 
pbinism. 

Mr. Toombs forthwith went over the history 
of the Galphiu case, saying he supported it in the 
House, and ho supported it now. As high mind 
ed men as any in the Union supported it, and the 
denouncers of it were miserable slanderers and 
cowards. 

Mr. Hammond, of S. C, had been acquainted 
with the circumstances of the Galphiu case, and 
they were as Mr. Toombs had stated. The mat- 
ter then subsided, and after a protracted discus- 
sion, without acting on the proposition, the Sen 
ate adjourned. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 13. 

The convention continued in session Ia*t night 
until 11 o'clock.- Messrs. Hilliard, Harper and 
Hubbard, of Ala., and Mr. Hunter, of Ga., spoke 
against the restoration of the slave trade. 

To day Mr. Preston, of Va., argued against the 
resolution, and Mr. Yancy in favor. 

Mr. Spratt concludes to-night the argument in 
favor of the resolution offered by him. 

A strong deference of sentiment pervades the 
convention. 

Washington, May 13. 
The verdict in the Court Martial for the trial 
of charges against Major General Twiggs, find 
ing him guilty of insubordinate conduct, to the 
prejudice of good order and military discipline, 
is approved; but the consideration of his distin 
guished services, and theunauimous recommen- 
dation of the court, the sentence that he be repri- 
manded by the President is remitted. General 
Twiggs has arrived at Washington.

It sounds rather strange to Republican ears to 
hear of a bachelor President conferring an im 
Federal office upon any one, on account 
of "his high appreciation of the beauty and ac- 
complishments" of the recipient's daughter.

Cute Governor. 

The Richmond Whig exposes a plagiarism of 
Governor W'i6eof over half a column in length. 
The Governor incorporated in his notorious let- 
ter against Know Nothingism an eloquent pas- 
sage from a lecture by William Hazlitt, and fail 
ed to give proper credit to the real author. 
He published the passage as his own, and it hap

of the Whig was a member. It contained sound- 
er political philosophy, according to the Govern- 
or's notion, than had appeared in the Whig for a 
long time, and there was no way to get it before

And whatever 
may be the subjects brought before the Con- 
ference, we feel justified in saying that they 
will receive the profound consideration of great 
minds, guided by exalted moral worth, purity 
of purpose, and a devotional trust in having the 
blessings of Providence upon their conclusions." 

Foreign Bank Notes.— We would call attcn 
tion to the act of the Legislature in relation to 
foreign bank notes. Business men will do well 
to remember it. 

An act to prohibit the circulation, as money, 
of foreign notes of a less denomination than five 
dollars: 

Sec. 1. lie it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. That from and 
after the first day of June next, it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons to pass, or offer 
to pass, or circulate within this Commonwealth, 
any foreign bank bill or note, or otlic- thing pur 
portinc to be money, whether it be the issue of 
a bank or other corporation or individual of 
less denomination than five dollars. And any 
person or persons so offending shall, upon Natvie 
lion thereof before any county court judge, po 
lice judge, orjustcie of the peace ol the county in 
which the offense is committed, be fined a sum 
not less than two, nor more than five times the 
amountofthe bill, note, or other thing purporting 
to be money, or circulated as money, so passed, 
or attempted to be passed or circulated, together 
with the costs of trial. 

Sec. 2. That upon information given to any 
one of the officers named in the first section M 
this act, of a violation of the provisions thereof, 
it shall be the duty of said officer to issue his war 
rant, directed to any constable, sheriff, or town 
marshal of his county, commanding them to arrest 
said offender or offenders, and bring him or them 
before him, or some other officer authorized 
herein to try the cause, forthwith; and the case 
shall be proceeded with as in other penal offen 
ses, except that no jury shall be necessary. The 
several circuit, equity, and criminal courts shall 
have concurrent jurisdiction with inferior courts, 
of all prosecutions under this act; and it shall be 
the duty of each circuit judge, at each term of 
their respective courts, to give this act in charge 
to the grand juries of the several counties. 

Sec. 3. One half of the fines imposed under 
this act shall be paid to the trustee of the jury 
fund of the county, and the other to the person 
giving the information.
